AGAIN. BECOMES 
COL. TEDDY’ 


Theodore Roosevelt Lays Aside 
Dignity of State to Fraternize 
With His Former Comrades of 
Rough Rider Regiment. 


MEETS HIS “BOYS” 


IN GUARDED CAMP. 


For an Afternoon the Former Com- 
mander of the Famous Cavalry 
Organization Hohnobs With 

the Khaki-Clothed Veterans.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 7.—At 1 
o’olock this afternoon the President of the 
United States, Theodore Roosevelt, to all 
intents and purposes, ceased to be. At the 
game hour Col. “Teddy’’ Roosevelt, the 
idolized commander of the First United 
States Volunteers Cavalry, better known 
as the “Rough Riders,’ became a “hail 
fellow well met” with his old comrades 
‘at the fair grounds, where the regiment 
holds its reunion and jollification behind 
guard lines. 

At 9:30 this morning a citizens’ commit- 
tee of San Antonio met President Roose- 
velt and bis party at his private car, in 
which he had enjoyed a good night's rest, 
and escorted him to Fort Sam Houston, 
where he reviewed the national troops. 

Returning to the city the President was 
driven to the speakers’ stand directly be- 
fore the battle-scarrea@ Almo, where he 
delivered an address. Immediately after- 
ward he joined his comrades at the 
grounds, the original mustering-in place 
of the regiment. 

The city is a blaze of bunting and fiags 
and even the somber old Almo, the shrine 
of Texas, has not escaped, but is gaily 
festooned., Rough Riders are everywhere 
and the city is theirs. AN day the rail- 
roads have been pouring thousands into 
the city, and the reception accorded the 
President was boun in its enthusiasms, 
‘A. close inspectiofi makes it piain that 
there are two kinds of Rough Riders, the 

Rough Rider, and the »plain 
Rider. The professional Rough 
Riders afe the ones who have cashed in 
on their connection with ithe President's 
regiment. They mostly hdld official jobs. 
They wear cloth khaki suits that cost 
about $4 a piece and are neat and natty, 
and denote prosperity. The plain Rough 
Riders content themselves with a yellow 
badge or with the common cotton khaki. 
‘They are the chaps who have not yet been 
forehanded enough to collect a job. Most 
of them have hopes. 

All the leaders of the professionals are 
here, including Maj. Liewell n, who has 
an official job, and Ben Daniels, the faro 
dealer, who aiso has a federal job. Scat- 
tered among them are others who are 
marshals and deputy marshals, and dis-

Excise Commissioner Says He Is 


MUTUALIZATION 
OF EQUITABLE

Majority Stockholder Emerges 
From Stormy Directors’ Meeting 
and Has Upper Hand, Though 
Alexander Is Not Dismissed. 


Confine Censure to 
Those Who Made Public 
Charges of Wrongdoing, Rather 
Than Those Accused of Wrongs.

NEW YORK, April 7.—A tremendous ef- 
fort was made at yesterday's meeting of 
the board of directors to settle the war 
in the Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
but it failed. 

Though an official statement was issued 
after the meeting which intimated that 
pevce had been restored, the Post-Dis- 
patch can state positively that the fight 
will be prosecuted with even greater vigor. 

There is'no disguising the fact that Mr. 
Hyde has the upper hand at pfesent, 
though he is being forced to mutualize the 
company. However, he will direct the mu- 
tualization. Mr. Hyde was able to hold 
his forces on every proposition except that 
of ousting President Alexander. He was 
warned in advance by nearly a dozen di- 
rectors that if he attempted a reprisal of 
that sort they would vote against him. 

The meeting was very stormy and full 
of bitterness The breach between James 
H. Hyde and President James W. Alexan- 
der was made still wider. Alexander men 
went into the meeting prepared to assent 
to the agreement reached Saturday be- 
tween Mr. Hyde, the state superintendent 
of insurance and the Crimmins policy hold- 
ers’ committee. Non-factionists in the 
fight had labored with the Alexander forces 
to get them to accept the same agreement 
in the directors’ meeting. 

This consent was only given by Alexan- 
der’'s friends after they had . discovered 
that the insurance law did away with the 
necessity of fighting the stipulation in tae 
agreement which provides that the 2 di- 
rectors given to the policy holders cannot 
be increased at any time in the future 
without the consent of three-fifths of the 
stock. It was found that the charter of 
the Equitable could only be amended once 
by the directors and that any additional 
amendment could only be made by the 
Legislature. 

After the meeting Mr. Hyde was ac- 
cused of having broken the agreement he 
engered into with the policy holders’ com- 
mittee and the state superintendent of in- 
surance, This agreement provided for the 
dropping of a given number of directors 
and filling the vacancies thus created. it 
was believed that under this agreement the 
Alexarders would be supreme. 

The reason given by Hyde leaders for 
not keeping their promise was that they 
had learned that the policy holders’ com- 
mittee intended to elect Frank H. Piatt 
as counsel and Bainbridge Colby, one »f 
the counsel for President Alexander, to 
fill the two vacancies now existing in the 
boamd and for the two places accorded to 
it on the executive committee 

The Hyde leaders said that the policy 
holders’ committee must name some other 
men.

Woman Arrested in East St. 
‘‘Myrtle’’ Accused of $385 Robbery, Released 


Elusive 


Louis, Supposed to Be the 


While Local Authorities Try to Find Victim. 


After a week of inactivity, the police and 
detective departments, stirred by the 
account in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch of 
their failure to make any effort to detect 
or punish the perpetrators of a robbery, 
have waked up. 

Two special officers and two detectives 
are now looking for ‘‘Myrtle,’’ the blond | 
woman whom Charles Hoeffner accuses of 


having robbed him of $385 and a bank book 


showing a $1000 credit, in the house at 902 
Walnut street last Friday evening. 

Three women and two men found in the 
where the robbery was committed 
have been arrested and are in the hold- 
over, but “‘Myrtle’” is not among them. 
A woman who answered her description 
was arrested in East St. Louis, but, while 
St Louis detectives tried vainly to find 
Hoeffner to take him before her and iden- 
tify her, she was released.. The arrested 
women, Mamie Ray, Emma Baker and 
Laura Phillips, and the arrested men, Hen- 
ry Cohea and John Hili, deny napeesppietl F 
edge of “Myrtle,” although Mamie Ray 
says “Myrtle” committed the robbery. 

After the police and detectives became 
active in the matter, it was easy for them 
to identify ‘“‘Myrftle.”” They say now that 
she is a well known police court character, 
and there is not a veteran of either depart- 
ment who will not admit that he would 
recognize her on sight. 

Rut until Thursday afternoon both the 
police and the detectives insisted they did 
not know who she was. They ‘“‘supposed’’ 
she was a ‘stranger,’ who had left tuwn 
immediately after the robbery.

Now the detectives and special officers 
have found that she was at the house for 
a week or more. 

In the six days of police inactivity, how- 
ever, “‘Myrtle’” has had ample opportpnity 
to disappe 


The men are working under positive and 
emphatic orders to find her, and they have 
been given to understand that they must 
learn definitely where she went after the 
robbery and where she is now. 

The police intimate that they know als 
the names of ‘“‘Myrtle’s’’ associates in the 
robbery, but will tell nothing of them. 
After a week of inactivity, they have sud- 
denly become alarmed lest they may get 
a “‘tip’’ and escape the police net.

Weak Board ‘Peichidtesee Child 
Into Well on St. Louis 
County Farm. 


A little daughter of Edward Brinkmann 
fell into a well on the Grabbe farm, near 
the Fifteen Mile House on the Manchester 
road, Friday forenoon and was drowned. 
The father almost lost his life in trying to 
save her. 

Brinkmann moved Thursday from the 
Fleming estate at the Eleven Mile House to 
the Grabbe farm. There was a well or 
the place covered with boards, which were 
thought to be strong enough to make it 
safe. but one of the boards broke under the 
weight of the child and precipitated it into 
the well. 

An alarm was given immediately and a 
ladder was lowered into the well. Brink- 
mann descended on it, and his weight 
caused it to sink so deep under the water 
that Brinkmann could not stand on it 
and keep his head above the surface. 

He caught the child’s body, however, and 
was able to keep afloat until a rope was 
thrown to him, but when he was drawn 
out it was found that the child he held 
in his arms was dead.

WAS BUT A MYTH 


Mrs. Du Relle Gage’s Testimony 
of Ruined Hopes Gains Her 
a Divorce. 


PAWNED ENGAGEMENT RING 


Woman Says Husband Borrowed 
Money From Her Friends 
and Relatives.

of her marital wves, and stated that a 
reconciliation Was next to impossible. 

It developed from her testimony that 
Gage's father had come from: New York, 
his home, to dttempt a reconciliation he- 
tween his son and daughter-in-law, but a 
conference, which was held over the sup- 
per table at the Washington Hotel jast win- 
ter between Mrs. Gage and her father-in- 
law, was futile. 

Mrs. Gage averred that when she and 
her husband were married he represented 
himseif to be a very rich man, with a large 
uutomobile business in Boston and an an- 
nual income of $50, 

Notwithstanding, she said, that she found 
his wealth to only a fable, she told 
Judge Kinsey that the discovery of the 
story did not embitter her in any way 
against her husband, but she willineiy went 
to keeping boarders and doing sewing in 
the hope of living happily.

. Dr. Senseney in Refusing to 
Pay for Issuing License.

COUNTY CLERK Ig UPHELD. 


Prosecuting Attorney Says He Is 
Entitled to Half Dollar Un- 
der State Statute. 


Ban ag B. Lambert, president of the St. 
ouls Automobile Club, announced Friday 
that the club wilt use the case.of Dr. FE. 
M. Senseney to test the right of the county 
clerk of St. Louis County to charge each 
automobilist who takes out a $2 license in 
the county §& cents for issuing the license. 

Dr. Senseney’s case fs set for trial before 
Justice Stobie at Weliston next Tuesday. 
Mr. lambert says an appeal will be taken 
if the justice assesses a fine or costs 
against the physician. 

Dr, Senseney was taken into custody by 
the sheriff at Clayton Wednesday afternoon 
because he refused to pay County Clerk 
John Ruhl the 50 cents fee. 
He was released on 
$200 cash bond. Mr. Lambert and 
A. Peugnet were with Dr. Sen- 
seney. Previously Dr. Senseney had 
been halted by a deputy sheriff at (iayton 
for driving an auto without a county li- 
cense. : 

Mr. Lambert gaid to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday that Dr. Senseney and party 
went to Clayton with intent t lay the 
preliminaries for testing the S-cent fee 
law. Dr. Senseney had no license at the 
time. 

Both sides admit the interview between 
Senseney, Lambert, and Peugnet and the 
county~ officials, including nty. Clerk 
Ruhl, Sheriff Herpel and Prosecuting At- 
torney Johnston was acrimonious to a de- 
gree. 


County Clerk Ruhl says when he asked 
Senseney for ths half-dolar, the physician 
demanded to know what the fee Way for. 

“He asked it 'n such a way.” Ruhl de- 
clares, “‘that I refa42d to teil him.’’ 

Prosecuting Attoriey Johnston is as posi- 
tive that the county cierk is entitled to 
the 50 cents as he auto leaders are that he 
is not. 

“The law provides that the county clerk 


furnishing a 


“| shall have a fee of { cents for each license 


he issues,’ he says. “I have xiven ‘an 
Opinion to Mr. Ruhl that, under that pfo- 
vision, he is entiled, to the fee for auto 
licenses the same as any other licerse.’”’ 

The autoists point out. on the other hand, 
there is no specific mention of a fee for 
issuing an auto iicense ir the statutes. 

Friction betwoep automobilists and comn- 


assage Of a state law two veurs agyu 

rovidin that utomobilists shall have a 
icense from each separate county through 
which they run. Only a few autoists se- 
cured licenses last vear and the county of- 
ficials decidea that they were erititied to 
the $2 from eh man that ran a machines 
alon gthe county. roads. 

The autoists say they decided to get more 
than that. 

The September grandjury indicted a 
chauffeur named Parkhurst for running 
without a license, according to Mr. John- 
ston, and he paid a fine of $100. 

A subsequent grandjury§ stariled the 
autcmobile world by indicting Mise Ruby 
Fullerton;"a-St. “V.ouis society girl, ‘for 
speeding an auto in the county at an exces- 
sive rate. 

This spring the officials have begun a 
crusade in earnest. One hundred and sixty- 
eight licenses ‘HdVe been taken out b 
autoists. Sheriff Herpel has furnished eac 
of his ee and every constable in the 
county with a list of those who have taken 
out licenses. The numbers have been made 
to correspond with the numbers of the 
autoists’ city licenses. 

Now these officials scan every automobile 
they come:*upon and, in the event that it 
has no license, the owner is arrested. 

The policy of the county officials is to 
compel owners of such machines to secure 
a $2 license, pay the 50-cent fee and, in 
most cases, pay the costs of a nominal 
prosecution before a justice, for running 
without a license. It is stated that these 
costs amount to $11 or $12 as a rule. 

Seme automobilitsts.. charge that the 
county officials swoop down upon 4a 
chauffeur as he is speeding to Clayton to 
get him a license and compel him to par 
the costs, too. ' 
Prosecut Attorney Johnston says that 
any man who wishes to run his machine 
out to Clayton to secure a license can do 
so. without fear of additional cost, by tele- 
phoning him his intention.

hunted six years, Edward Franks, alias 
ing member of “Black Jack" Ketchum’s 
Bob McManus, said to be the last surviv- 
notorious band of train robbers that ter- 
rorized New Mexico and Southern Colo- 
rado for many years, was placed in the 
county jail at Trinidad today. He was 
arrested 30 miles south of Trinidad by 
George Titsworth and William Thatcher, 
deputy sheriffs: 

Franks lived alone in a desolate canon, 
difficult of approach. After locating 
Franks’ house, the officers were compelied 
to make a detour, crawling much of the 
distance, as the place commanded a view 
of the open country for miles around. 
Franks had a six-shooter close at hand, 
but, being surprised, made no fight. He 
will be tried at Clayton, N. . on a 
charge of train robbery, a capital offense 
in that territory. 

After “Black Jack's” gang held up the 
Colorado & Southern train in July, 1898, 
near Folsom, N. M., securing a large sum 
of money, the robbers separated. Ed Farr, 
then sheriff of Huerfano County, with a 
posse, surrounded Feanks, Sam Ketchum, 
a brother of “Black Jack,’’ and a man 
named MeGinniss. near Folsom. 

A fierce fight ensued. Sheriff Farr was 


_ killed and two other members of the posse 


wounced.. Sam Ketchum also was killed 
and MeceGinniss wounded. McGinniss was 
captured a few days later, and is now 
serving a life sentence. 

One month after the Cimarro battle. 
“Black Jack’ alone attempted to hold up 
the Colorado & Southern passenger train.

UNWARRANTED POLICE THEOREES. 

Two extraordinary cases of police, work—one of pernicious 
activity and the other of inexcusable inaction—were reported 
in the Post-Dispatch Wednesday. 

In the case of Katherine Bean, the police sent a poor woman 


to a second-hand dealer and arrested her on suspicion of theft.

house solely because of the professional desire of two detectives 
to make a case. The fact that the woman had once been con- 
victed of wrongdoing was taken by the police as a warrant for 
trumping up a charge against her. 

If a small part of this eagerness to make a case on an inno- 
cent woman had prompted the police to make some effort to 
arrest we prosecute the criminals who robbed Charles Hoefner 
nearly @ week ago, the record of the department would have 
been improved. An investigation by the Post-Dispatch showed 
that the Hoefner robbery, although reported to the police, was 
shelved without effort to identify and cateh the thieves. In this 
case theory was substituted for intelligent work as in the case 
of the poor woman, but with wholly different results. The 
crime was neglected and the innocent act was penalized. Per- 
haps, as little mention was made in the press of the Hoefner 
robbery, the police thought there was no glory to be won by 
activity. 

President Stewart might well address some of his energy to 
an investigation of what the police do that they ought not to 
do, and what they neglect to do that they ought to do. He 
might also expend some of his eloquence in giving them an idea 
of the law, of the rights of citizens and of the practical duties 
of the police. He might enlighten them on the folly of sub- 
stituting suspicions for facts and theories for inquiries. He 
might convince them that “newspaper police” are not. eligible 
for promotion under the merit system. :

Blesse was a participant in a so-called 
boxing exhibition Wednesday night at the 
headquarters of the Fraternal Order of 
PDagies, 2726 Pine street. In a bout with 
Jack Garrett he received two blows that 
resulted in a double fracture of the lower 
jaw.
